Hanna Reviews Issues. 


"Four years ago at the cloise of a 


campaign marked by great earnestness 
and candor of expression, I felt justi- 
fied in appealing to all voters of the 
United .Slates, irrespective of tarty to 
cast their votes for William McKinley. 
Today the conditions even more clear- 
ly justify a simiiiar appeal. 
Then the 


currency of the country was threaten- 
ed in open and explicit terms, and this 
threat was recognized as endangering 
the savings of wage-earners She pros- 
perity of the farmer, the noiivity'of 
.the manufacturer and the safety of the 
business man. 
Coupled with this was 


the threat of interference with the ju 
diciary and the proper administration 
of law^and order, and this endangered 
the very life of the nation. • 


"Four years ago the country and the 


people were experiencing a condition 
of financial distress such as this coun- 
try has never known. 
Official reports 


of the department of labor show that 
wages have risen a higher rate than 
ever before in this country, where la- 
bor receives the highest reward, and 
the demand for labor in all lines of in- 
dustry was never greater. 
The re- 


ports of the railways show a larger 
number of men employed than ever 
before. 
Reports of the savings banks 


show that the laboring men and wo- 
men of the land have increased their 
deposits $454,000.,000 as compared with 
1896, and the number of depositors has 
increased 832,0"00. 


".With this increase of activity and 


employment have come higher prices 
for the farmer and greater demand for 
his products'; the mortgage has been 
canceled, the home life brightened 
and the surplus deposited in the bank, 
Commerce and employment have ex- 
panded, the exports of all classes have 
exceded those of all former administra 
tions, and the American flag has been 
carried across the Pacific,and the door 
of the Orient opened for our civiliza 
tion and products. 


"Yet after thes« three years of un 


paralleled prosperity the people are 
asked to undo all that has betn done 
and to accept all Ftie dangerous pro 
positions which they four years ago 
rejected, and with them others equal 
ly dangerous and humiliating.

"But this is not all. 
Not only is it 


proposed that our universal prosper- 
ity- shall be abandoned, employmenl 
curtailed, the savings of the citizen 
and the earnings of the workingman 
cut in half by an unsound finance and 
a policy of lawlessness and disordei 
encouraged, but the record of Amer 
ican valor achieved in. an uuavoid 
able war for humanity, and the very 
honor of the American flag, are to be 
abandoned.

TOUR HAS ENDED 


BREAKS ALL RECORDS IN NA- 


TION'S POLITICAL HISTO«Y. 


He Was Heard by Over 3,000,000 Peo- 


ple—Twenty-Four States Visited. 
21,209 Miles Traveled and Nearly 
700 Speeches 
Delivered — Teddy 


Feels Sure of New York State.

rival here last night Governor Roose- 
velt said he was finishing his cam- 
paign in admirable physical condi- 
tion and had as a matter of fact gain- 
ed in flesh notwithstanding the fact 
that he had averaged only about five 
or six hours sleep .a night. 


His voice is in good condition, and 


he remarked that Ke could go on for 
another thirty clays or'more if the'cam- 
paign were to last that much longer. 
He certainly had no appearance of be- 
ing exhausted and spoke with tij.'parent 
.ease and vigor. 


In response to an inquiry as to the 


outcome of the campaign in this state 
he said that as he is now closing his 
tour and his labors were practically 
completed he had no j-esitancy in pro- 
dieting that New York state would give 
McKinley nearly ff not entirely as big 
a majority as four years ago. 


Makes a Remarkable Record. 


In eight Mr. Roosevelt has visited 


twenty-four states of the union, made 
673 speeches, traveled 21,209 
miles, 


visited 567 towns and cities and talk- 
ed to what are estimated to be 3,000,- 
000 people. 


Th'is record includes more speeches, 


more miles traveled and more territory 
covered than that of all the other can- 
didates for president or vice president 
of the United States of all other par- 
ties for the last 100 years, with the ex- 
ception made Dy William J. Bryan in 
1696, and it exceeds Mr. Bryan's rec- 
ord, which was 599 speeches made and 
19.0QO miles covered. 


This wonderful campaign was finish- 


ed by a two weeks' tour of the state 
of New York, during which the candi- 
date traveled 2',253 miles through thir- 
ty-seven counties 
and 
made 120 


speeches, the majority of them from 
the rear platform of the train.

Roosevelt joined the parade at

along the line to a point where he left 
the procession and reviewed it from. 
a box in Madison Square. 


The parade is a solid mass of march- 


ing men representing every business 
nterest in the country; carrying Amer- 
ican flags and banners to indicate 
the trade or profession they represent. 


The day's" .work "began at 7 a. ,m., 


when a committee went to the Erie 
terry to meet 
Governor Roosevelt. 


They took" him to the Lawyers' club, 
gave him breakfast, then took him to 
an Informal reception, then the pa- 
rade started, the Governor, with the 
marshal and his aides, going to Worth 
street, where the head of the line was 
formed.

ten a.'m., and it is expected that the 
parade will be ended about nine in the 
evening.

OPermsylvania anthracite iregion records 
•that this important district was cro-

.Philadelphia Public Ledger. Tho tra- 
dition bears witness further that when 
the evil power completed his rock 


hills and stopped to survey the 


smiling fertile valleys that had grown 
iup around him under other hands lie 
'•was filled with anger at the sight of 
ithe good things thus laid up for man 
and under cover of the night walked 
abroad and surreptitiously scratched 
-Tvith his fiery forefinger' throughout 
jthe length of each alternate valley 
.'and that this searing process''had the 
•Immediate effect of turning the blight- 
ed land into coal. Whatever geologists 
may think of such a theory as this, 
It certainly fits In admirably with the 
igeneral aspect of the country as the 
stranger views it from 'any 
lofty 


^vantage ground. Standing on any one 
of the many high and commanding 
•mountains 
that 
are

throughout the coal lands and looking 
around in a circle with a radius of 
.perhaps 10 or 15 miles, there will tw 
presented to the view' a remarkable 
jsuccession of dark, sparsely wooded 
- jwniuviting hills, covered for the most 
ipart with brush and abounding in 
rocky crests and Juttings, while .the 
galleys as far as they can be made ou 
swill appear a curious alternation o 
ithe most fertile farm land and as fai 
.as the surface goes of barren looking 
'.coal lands.. The farms which the val 
'leys contain ate fertile and fairly pros 
iperous, despite the absence of a stiff! 
lelent abundance of running water, r 
jfeature natural enough when the bai 
xen nature of the low surrounding hill 


the very considerable elevation o 


Othe whole district ar.e considered. 


But, leaving farmers and farm land 


let us ta"ke a closer view of some o 
the domains of King Coal. Standing o 


. one of the "devil's hills" overlookin 


a coal valley, the homo of the great In 
dustry, as far as it allows itself to be 
iseen "aboveboard," stretches befor 
AIS, and a number of striking features 
at once catch our eye. 
In the first 


place, throughout almost the entire ex- 
tent of the four or six or eight mile's 
over which the eye can range the val- 
ley appears on first view to be ranch 
the same as the ban-on hillsides which 
inclose it. A second Rlance, however, 
will reveal'a hundred changes wrought 
by the hand of man. Most striking of 
all nru the "breakers" that raise th<>ir 
luge black forms every mile ov twc 
throughout tho valley. With the clus- 
ter of miners' houses that Invariably is 
found at their base, often hidden from 
view by-some undulation of the valley, 
these great buildings frequently seem 
as though they were standing solitary 
Jn a wilderness und with their peculiar 
liood shaped tops and Inclined coal 
lifts in front of thorn they look like the 
lead and shoulders of some gigantic 
Mouk, his cowl drawn close around his 
Jicad and his arms stretched out in 
front of him, his palms resting; on the 
surface of the earth. It may be said, 
•lor the benefit of the uninitiated, that 
the "breakers" are large and very high 
shell buildings, in which tho coal as it 
comes from the mine Is broken and 
sorted ready to be shipped. The great 
ieigbt is required In'order that the 
coal, once elevated,'will aid the vari- 
ous processes by its own gravity. The 
tinildiugs. If old. are of wood; if now. 
aire of steel, in order to be fireproof, 
experience having shown that a woocl- 


•- en breaker offers the easie.st kind of a 


mark for vengeance of a mob on a 
strike. 
A single brand and k is _lu 


flames; once on fire, it can never be ex- 
tinguished. 


But, even if the miners' houses can- 


not be seen, the breaker does not stand 
out entirely alone, for within 100 yards 
of 
every breaker in Pennsylvania 


stands the "dump," a elate pile, vary 
ing In size according to Its age, some 
(times no larger than a house when the 


breaker is "branirne^v;" ar otner-nines 
a veritable mountain, 100 feet high or 
more and a quarter of a mile in length. 
It Is composed of the refuse slate 
which it is Impossible to separate from 
:he coal in mining and which must 
:herefore be separated in the "break- 
•r," and, as the proportion of slate is 
•ery large and as there is no use to 
vhich it can profitably be put, it is 
)iled by a system of chain buckets 
:hat can reach any distance and any 
height clay after day and year after 
year in a growing heap, whose size la 
only limited by the capacity of the 
mines.'' Naturally the shite pile Is a 
very conspicuous adjunct to a "break- 
er" nnd far from an ornament to the 
surrounding country. 
Whether this 


variety of slate will ever attain a com- 
mercial value—In which event these 
heaps would melt away like n snow 
mountain In the sun—Is r. question the 
future only can answer. For the pres- 
ent they stand twin brother to the 
'breaker." a very unique feature of 
he coal land scenery. 
But thr-se are not the only things 
hat will catch the eye, for scattered 
hroufshont »fcc valley there will surely 
ippear one or two and perhaps half a 
dozen areas, some small and some 
arge, where the surface of the earth 
as been stripped away and piled.high 
long the edge df the pit that formerly 
eld It. These are the "strippings," 
vhere a vein of coal running near the 
url'ace has been simply uncovered and 
hns removed, Instead of the operators 
going through the more tedious, more 
langerous process of mining it by 
shaft. 
To be euro, like the slate 


lumps, they are a. horrible disfigure- 
ment to the country, for of course no 
attempt is made to replace the dirt 
taken away; but, then, T/ithout the 
coal the land would be of little value, 
and, with hard cash in the balance 
and the fires of thousands of locorno- 
;ives, what matters the scenery of a 
desolate region? Sonic of the strip- 
pings, uqtably one- a few miles from 
Lattimer, the scene of the shootingsof 
the deputies a few years ago, are ex- 
tremely deep, sometimes several hun- 
dred feet, and when deep a shaft is of- 
ten sunk at tho bottom. Most of them, 
however, are not over 00 or 70 feet in 
depth, the coal at a lower level than 
this being mined by shaft 
Indeed it 


is often possible to see at the bottom 
of a stripping large air holes opening 
into the shafts, which have been run 
underneath from other points. 
The 


strippings are often of considerable 
length, 300 or 400 yards perhaps, and 
the impression which ,a succession of

readily imagined. 


A closer survey of the country in one

feet will bo found in the numerous 
cave ins" and "air holes" that one 
s sure to meet at every side. "Cave- 
ns" assume almost any size, from a 
inking of the earth a few feet deep 
and a few yarcts across to great, deep 
unken 'holes a hundred yards wide 
a.ucl 30 or 40 t'oet deep. They are the 
•csult of "robbing," the process that 
;oes on in the.mine when a certain 
vein is worked out, and the pillars that 
have been left to support the roof are 
robbed in such a manner that they 
soon afterward give way, and a cave 
n results. Of course cave Ins are never 
very'deep, for the veins of coal are 
never very thick, and 10 or 15 feet of 
earth will generally fill them up. They 
are, however, extremely frequent, and 
this might be said to be one of their 
chief features. 
No matter whore one 


walks, if there is a mine below, there 
are oKccllent chances of finding a cave 
in within 200 or 300 yards. 


The "air shafts," also very frequent 


throughout the country, are of course 
of little interest to one who is used to 
them, but when found by the visitor 
sometimes a mile or more from the 
nearest settlement and in the midst of 
a wood or a wilderness of underbrush 
they possess a strong and indescriba- 
ble fascination, as the breathing holes 
of an underground world;^ They are 
generally well protected and always 
substantially bnilt and strongly tim- 
bered. An Iron pipe eight or ten feet 
in height and as many in width is 
their 
most 
common 
termination, 


though often in poorer mines they are 
merely 
boarded 
up to the same 


heights. 


No sketch of. the general appearance 


of the coal regions would be complete 
without a word as to the roads, whose 
excellence, 
everything 
considered, 


strikes one the moment he begins to 
drive over the country. True, in some 
parts, particularly where there is little 
active mining and little attention paid 
to road building, they are in very bad 
shape and rocky. For the inost part, 
however, they are constructed of the 
red shale, so abundant In the neighbor- 
Rood, which makes the best kiiid of a 
country road—firm, permanent and sel- 
dom dusty or muddy.

FAEMER AND TARIFF. 


RELATION BETWEEN AGRICULTURE 


AND PROTECTION.

Farmer. 
A lew weeks ago Congressman G. G. 


Gilbert, a Democrat, representing the 
Eighth district of Kentucky In con- 
gress, submitted the 11 following- ques- 
tions to the editor of The American 
Economist, who promptly answered 
the same, not, however, without ask- 
ing protection editors generally to give 
the queries their attention. Recogniz- 
ing the desirability of disposing of the 
fallacies which hold such men as Con- 
gressman Gilbert In bondage, The 
Chronicle will endeavor to answer his 
conundrums, prefacing what It says on 
the subject with the statement that 
all of the questions are effectively dis- 
posed of by the statement of the fact 
that the farmers of the United States 
constitute practically the only prosper- 
ous agricultural class in the world: 
' 'First.— Does * protective tariff enable a horn* 
manufacturer to sell his goods at a higher pric* 
than he could procure without this protection? 


The effect of a protective tariff. Is dif- 


ferent at various stages of the growth 
of an industry. In the beginning It 
may increase the cost of the protected 
article, but it does not always do so. 
That result does not take place if the 
manufacturers of the foreign country 
who enjoyed the trade prior to the es- 
tablishment of the domestic Industry 
were accustomed to gain excessive 
profits. In that event the effect of the 
Imposition of a protective: duty may be 
to Immediately lower the^ cost to the 
consumer. In all cases as soon as the 
domestic Industry is well established 
there will be a diminution of real 
prices to a point below, those which 
obtained before Its establishment. The 
correctness of the first contention, that 
In the absence of a domestic Industry 
the foreigner controlling the market 
exacts a greater profit than he can ob- 
tain after domestic competition has 
been established, Is proved by the fluc- 
tuations in the price of Iron during the 
period preceding the creation of an 
American iron and steel Industry. 
These show that when there was an in- 
creased demand for rails in the United 
States the English exporters doubled 
the price, and when the demand fell off 
they cut the price in half. (See Mnl- 
hall's Dictionary of Statistics for prices 
of English Iron and Steel association.) 
No such extreme fluctuations occurred 
after the period when American rail 
manufacturers controlled the market 
of the United States. That in all cases 
after the establishment of a protected 
Industry on alien a scale that it Is ca- 
pable of supplying tfie domestic want 
there must be a reduction from the 
price which the article would have 
commanded had the domestic competi- 
tion not been called Into existence Is 
self evident, for It is unthinkable that 
such 'a phenomenon as the doubling of 
the world's output, as has happened 
through the creation of many protected 
manufacturing Industries in this coun- 
try, could occur without reducing 
prices. That the effect of the increas- 
ed competition promoted by protection 
In this country' has reduced the real 
price of Iron to American consumers Is 
Infallibly proved by the fact, that the 
present per capita consumption Is four- 
fold what it was before protection op- 
erated effectively. 


Second.— Doci this higher price follow the goods 


on down the line until it reaches the consumer T 


The answer to question No. 1 fully 


covers this question. 


Third'.— If the consumer hts to pay higher price* 


by reason of the protective tariff, explain how 


{The imports into Liverpool are. usual- 
ly lated at a price plus the cost of 
transportation from the Atlantic sea- 
board to that port and handler's 
charges and profits. All that propor- 
tion of American grown wheat con- 
sumed by the operatives of factories 
called Into existence by protection and 
of those directly and indirectly de- 
pendent upon the protected manufac- 
turing Industries Is saved the cost ot 
this transportation, and the greater 
part of the saving Inures to the bene- 
fit of the American farmer. If all tlio 
Wheat raised in the United States were 
consumed in this country, the amount 
expended for transportation of the sur- 
plus to foreign markets would be simi- 
larly saved for the benefit of the Amer- 
ican farmer. 


Fourth.—Would this country, without nny tariff 


duty on form products, import such articles to 
such an extent as to lower their pricel 


Undoubtedly that result would en 


sue. If, to Illustrate, the Dominion of 
Canada could freely enter the nearby 
market of the United States and thus 
save to its farmers the cost of trans- 
porting their surplus to European mar- 
kets, the effect would Inevitably be to 
deprive the- American farmer of Just 
so much of the domestic market as 
was supplied by the Imported Cana- 
dian product and compel him to dis- 
pose of a greater surplus abroad. Thai 
Would necessarily mean a reduction ol 
the real price at which the American 
farmer could sell his product. 


Fifth.—II wheat in selling at 80 cent* a buslie 


In the foreign markets and 'we are exporting ou 
surplus wheat, will you explain how a protectiv 
tariff .on imports of merchandise will increase the 
price ol wheat?

The presence of a nearby consuming 
population Is, therefore, a more Impor- 
tant factor la determining the price of 
wheat or any .other farm/commodity 
than a remote foreign consumption can 
possibly be. If protection had not call- 
ed Into existence In the United States 
a manufacturing population numbering 
millions, the farm surplus, assuming 
that the agricultural Industry would 
have Increased as rapidly as It has In 
the past, which It could not have done 
without the stimulus Imparted by the 
growth of manufacturing enterprises, 
would have been greater than at pres- 
ent.

more than in 1899—and that was ad- 
mittedly one of the most prosperous 
years ever known by the producers of 
the United States. 


The live stock statement is equally 


gratifying. 
Swine are not included 


in the totals, us the Information is 
not available, but th« total value of 
the horses, mules, cows and other 
cattle and sheep this year amounts 
to $2,212,756,578, while the same an- 
im-als on the farm last year wer« 
'worth $1,826,900,664. 


This is an increase of $385,855,914. 


Adding this to the pain in crop, val- 
ues, and the farmers are over a bilr 
lion dollars better oft than they were 
a year ago, the exact figures being 
$1,032,890,243. 


This gain In one year would be 


sufficient to pay the entire interest 
paying debt of thex United States.

The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters. A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must have In- 


dorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, ana no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk 
may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate In any manner whom to vote for. The voter if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should 
make a cross mark X under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will become [be counted] for all the candidates 'of that 
party in the column imderneath, unless the names of some of the candidates of the party have been erased or a cross mark be placed in the square under the name or at any place In the space occupied by the name or names of 
candidates in another column, and will be counted for all the names written in lieu of one erased. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should make a cross mark under 
the name of each candidate he desires to vote for, or at any place within the space in which the name is printed.'If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name Is not on the ballot, he must write the name 
in the blank space under the j-rinted name of the candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be'spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must Issue another in Its 
stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed In booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, 


and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 
After It is marked, it should be folded so that the Inside cannot be seen, but so that the 


printed endorsements and signatures'of the ballot clerks on the outside'may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the Inspector In charge of the ballot box, hand him hi« 


ballot to be placed in the box, and pass put of the voting place. 
A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he la unable to mark his ballot, can have assist- 


ance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter; and if he declares that he Is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters' of the county.

Kimmswick's Mastodon Deposits 


Visited by Professor Lucas. 


LARGEST KNOWN IN THE WOBLD 


Toaks Ten Inclie* Thick and n. Lc^ 


Bone Foar Feet 'JLoug, tlie Larft-cs 
Ever Seen, AVerc Uncovered—Lur 
•rest Skeleton In tlie World May I), 
Recovered. 
Professor F. A. Lucas, curator of th< 


division of comparative anatomy o 
the National museum at Washington 
for tho past IS years, came to St 


, 
Louis tlie other evening to inspect tlu 
prehistoric animal remains at Kimms 
wick, Mo., 20 miles south of St. Louis 
There is no mastodon on exhibition a 
the National museum, and efforts are 
. being made to obtain one of that spe 
cles of carnivora, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Accompanied by C 


W. Beeliler, superintendent of the 
grounds at Kimniswick, Professor Lu 
cas devoted his entire time the other 
.day to the'exploration of the mastodon 
deposit, which he pronounced the lar- 
gest in the world. 
Professor t Lucas 


said: 


"I saw accounts in the papers some 


time ago of , tlie mastodon deposits 
there and^ade tho trip for luvestiga- 


..tlon. The deposit, underlying an area 


ten acres in extent, varies in thickness 
and extends under, the surface in a con- 
tinuous bed of from two to six feet. 
This is the largest deposit of the re- 
mains of the animals, -which roamut 
(round perhaps 2,000 years ago, that : 
have knowledge of. In fact, there is 
nothing in the world to' compare with 
it unless it is the mastodon deposits n1 
the head of-the'Yukon river, in Alaska. 


"The directors of the National mu- 


seum are anxious to obtain the bones 
of a mastodon, but so far they have 
not been successful. There is a com- 
plete mastodon near Monroe, Ulster 
county, N. Y., but because of the pro- 
nounced opposition of tho owner the 
negotiations for tho purpose of tho 
skeleton fell through. Mr. Beehler has, 
auring the time he has been engaged 
In tlie work," found portions of the re- 
mains of n vast number of mastodons 
of every age and kind. For some rea- 
fion which I have not time to investi- 


• gate the local conditions were favor- 


able to the formation of the deposits 
there, and I never saw. anything to 
equal them.

Professor Lucas left for Noble 
county, Ind.. where he goes to inspect 
the mastodon deposits there.
